New Marriage Rule 


Eflective Sunday

COLUMBUS, Aug. 16—This was 
the last day on which altar-bound 
couples could 
obtain

marriage 
license in Ohio without submitting

physician’s 
statement 
showing 
they do not have contagious syphilis. 
Tile statement will be required by 
a new state law effective Monday, 
when Ohio falls in line with the 
neighboring states of Kentucky, In ­ 
diana, West Virginia and Michigan 
Actually, couples have submitted 
’he statements since Tuesday un­ 
less the probate court waved the

walt 
tfter application for a license. 
The new law increases from $1 to 
$12 the cost for entering m atri­ 
mony. 
The licenses now cost $1. 
Beginning Monday they will be $2 
and each applicant must pay $5 
for a blood test. The state will pay 
the examination cost Hor indigents. 
Couples may apply to a physician, 
who will take a blood specimen and 
forward it to a state-approved lab­ 
oratory for analysis 
If the result 
is favorable, the physician will sign 
a statement reading: 
“In my opinion, this applicant is 
not infected with syphilis, or, if so 
infected, is not in a stage of that 
disease which is communicable or 
likely to become communicable.*’ 
The statement must be filed with 
the clerk of the probate court, to 
whom application for a marriage 
license is made, within 
30 days 
after the examination. 
No license 
however, may be issued until the 
statement is filed 
No report is required lf the ap­ 
plicant has contagious syphilis. 
Banns may not be published un­ 
less the physician’s statement is in 
the hands of the minister making 
the publication. 
Tile maximum penalty for vio­ 
lation of the anti-syphilis law is 
a HOO fine.

Newfoundland Is Tied Up 
In Quintuple Traffic Jam 


By WADE WERNER. 
ST. JOHN’S. Newfoundland, Aug. 
IO. 
(The Special News Service .)— 
Newloundland has become one of 
the most important cross roads of 
the western hemisphere, and the 
result is a quintuple traffic jam. 
Telegraph and cable communi­ 
cations are overcrowded. The island's 
I railway 
facilities 
are 
swamped. 
Automobile roads, inadequate even 
for tourist traffic, are pinch-hit- 
ting as arteries of military supply. 
Tile shipping shortage felt every­ 
where on the north Atlantic handi­ 
caps deliveries here, too. And lakes 
all over the island are being used 
1 as landing places while airplane 
runways are rushed to completion. 
St. John’s, once a sleepy little 
I harbor, 
has 
become 
one 
of 
the 
; world's 
busiest 
seaports, 
crowded 
with ships carrying United States 
and Canadian supplies to Britain, 
or with ships bringing men and 
supplies 
for 
new 
United 
States 
: bases. 
Tile narrow-gauge New bundland 
; railway, 
operating 
trains 
on 
a 
three-tim es-a-week 
basis, 
is 
at- 
1 tempting to serve the transporta­ 
tion needs of two armies—Canadian 
and American—whose garrisons are 
established here; as well as that 
other army of construction work­ 
ers busy on big military bases. 
Traffic Is By Districts 
As for roads to carry traffic over- 
'and, the situation can be explained 
in one sentence: Highway traffic is 
strictly by districts, with local net­ 
works serving the internal needs of 
separate areas, but not connecting 
these areas with one another; in 
other words, it Is impossible to go 
by automobile, or even by bicycle. 
from St 
John’s on the east coast 
to Port-Aux-Basques on the west. 
Rich in lakes and sheltered bays, 
New bundland 
is 
full 
of

landing places for seaplanes; but 
land planes are out of luck when 
they want to sit down, unless an 
airport is handy.

But that takes care of only a 
small percentage of urgent traffic.

St. John s to Stephenville on the 
west coast, where the United States 
army is building a big flying field, 
is a little 2l4-hour jaunt. Other­ 
wise ifs a 24-hour journey by nar­ 
row-gauge 
rail, 
and

which can be started only on those 
days of the week when tile train is 
available. 
From St. John's to the new United 
States navy base on Placentia haj­ 
is 84 miles. It takes seven hours by 
train. 
Fortunately an automobile road 
runs from St. John's to this base, 
and even though it is a narrow 
country road much of the way. a 
car can make it in 2Vi or 3 hours. 
This road is being transformed Into 
a real highway, so that communi­ 
cation between the United States 
army base near St John’s and the 
navy base at Argentia soon will be 
fast and smooth by land as well as 
by air. 
Airport Is Isolated 
On the other hand. Newfound­ 
land airport, one of the biggest Hy­ 
ing fields in the world—with paved 
runways as broad as the average 
runway is long—Is in an extremely 
isolated situation. To get there one 
must travel either by rail or by air 
-and in no case without military 
permission. There is no town near 
the railway station, and no high­ 
way connection with the outside 
world. 
This makes the movement of ctfh- 
struction material and airport sup­ 
plies 
to Newfoundland 
airport 
a 
problem, but there has been no rush 
to connect this great field—oper­ 
ated bv the Royal Canadian Air 
Force but used also by the United 
States Army Air corps—with other 
points on the island by motor road. 
The theory has lyeen that roads 
would help a potential enemy more 
than they would serve the field.
